It had been reported that the an- 


nouncement of the withdrawal of tk j 
governor's name as A candidate fo; 
the presidency might be announced at 
the conference, but this was positive- 
ly denied by Gen. Woodford, 
who 


said. 


"Any statement from any 
source 


that Governor Hughes' name will be 
-withdrpwn from the presidertiai can-

tion. He has never sought the ures>- 
dency. There is no living.man whos-2 
support he has asked. 


"He consented to the 
use of his 


namp, and his name Is at the service 
of the party until the convention ha 
made its decision.

will do his best to secure the victor* 
of our party in NoveTrfber. 
If not 


nominated, he will have no regret 
and will remain as always, a loy,a! 
Republican. 
He is today far more 


interested in securing needed legisla- 
tion in New York than he is in any 
jpossible canditTacy for any office." 


The call for the conference of del- 


egates was sent out by Gen. 
ford, Seth'Low and Frederick R. Haz- 
zard, three of .the four delegates-at-

up oy party enemies of Governor Xas 
E Campbell, who is a member of the 
commission and the proSable Demo- 
cratic nominee for T'-iited States sen- 
ator, to discredit -him and prevent his 
endorsement by the convention. The 
movement cannot properly he charged 
to any one faction of the Democratic 
party, it is alleged, becaase represen- 
tative5; of both the crowds were con- 
spicuously opposed to the commission. 
Representative Wertz of Wajjne coun- 
ty, the Democratic floor leader, of- 
fered the amendment to the Dever 
codifjing bill, which was intended to 
abolish the commissi-jn. 
The amend- 


ment did not carry. 


Wertz charged on the floor Of tha 


House that the commission has al- 
ready spent $75,000. As a matter of 
fact, and as shown in. a speech made 
by Mr. Paxton of Hamilton county, 
Thursday, the amount expended has 
been but $31,000 to date, including 
rent, salaries 
and everything.

Paxton also showed that the commis- 
sion had done splendi-i work and fhat 
instead of consuming ten years' time 
as charged, it would

about six months. The last commis- 
sion of 1880 lasted four and a half 
years and cost vastly more than the 
present commission \ ill cost.

THE CHEAP YELLOW MAN. 


British Workers Fear Invasion of Chi« 


nese Coolies. 


The workiugmen of Great Britain 


are' again agitated Over the possibility 
of an invasion of Chinese cooly labor, 
writes Joseph R. Buchanan in the New 
York Journal. The agitation against 
the flooding of South Africa with Chi- 
nese workers and the failure of the 
"yellow fellows" 
to_ make good as 


workers in the mines and other indus- 
trial fields of that colony ended a few 
months ago in their withdrawal. And 
now the invasion of British labor fields 
by the coolies is threatened trom an- 
other quarter. 


The Labor Leader of London tells of 


a circular sent to shipowners by Ah 
Sam, a Chinese labor agent at Cardiff, 
offering to supply at very low wages 
Chinese as substitutes for British work- 
men in thc shipping trade. A scale of 
rations is submitted by Ah Sam for the 
purpose of showing how cheaply his 
countrymen can be supported. 


The wide awtike British trades union- 


ists are keeping an eye on Ah Sam and 
his little game. They clearly see that 
if shipowners are permitted to employ 
the coolies and set adrift their British 
"workmen because the former will work 
for wages upon which the latter would 
starve, 
owners of 
factories, 
mills, 


miucs and railways woulri soon at- 
tempt to do tl:c same thing in their em- 
ployments, in a spirit of self preser- 
vation and for the protection of their 
families the workers of Great Britain 
will oppose such a programme. 


"And." says the Labor Leader, "the 


question of Chinese labor is not merely 
an economic one. It raises in funda- 
mental form the problem of mixed 
races and civi:ization."

The city council of Columbus has 


been ma'ang an effort for some time 
to extend the corpoia'ion limits of the 
cny so that some ot he villages now 
outside, can be taken in. This plan, 
it is understood, will include the dis- 
trict east of the city proper where the 
Pan-handle shops are now located. 


Officials of the road -were in Colum- 


bus Wednesday and to inquisitors are 
said to have talked with much dis- 
favor ot the proposed corporation ex- 
tension to include the road's property. 


The Pennsylvania owned an exten- 


sive tract of land at that point and 
has many thousands of dollars invest- 
ed there, so that if the property weie 
added to the tax duplicate of the city 
of Columbus, the expenses of the com- 
pany there would be gieatly increased. 


In case the council pushes the pro- 


posed extension ordinance through, 
there is a good chance that the com- 
pany T\ill remove its shops. 
Local 


railway men seem to think that New- 
aik would be the most desirable point 
to which the company could transfer 
its shops 
One reason suggested 
is 


that there is a. great tendency on the 
part of the railroads, in recent years, 
to expend their divisions. 


It was said Thursday by one man of 


several years railroad experience, thai 
he could well remember 
when, 
but 


comparatively a few years s°x> it was 
necessary to make three changes in 
tiaveling from Pittsburg to Cincinnati. 
He sta^d that, in case of the length- 
ening of the old Cincinnati-Columbus 
division of the Pennsy, Newark would 
be^tbe practicable and feasable point 
for the end of the division and the lo- 
cation of the shops.

THOUSANDS OP ItOLLiAKS OF 


DAMAGE. 


Forest Service of Government Will 


Co-ojHTUte With SUn'kmeu in En- 


deavor to Abate Xuisauce. 
- 


Washington, May 1—Wild horses by 


the thousands are 
overrunning the 


government National Forests of Ne- 
vada and neighbour^ states, and the 
inithorities in Washingtont are be- 
sieged with petitions from stockmen 
and farmers begging them to put a 
stop to the nuisance A recent dis- 
patch from Reno conveyed the intel- 
ligence that there are 15,000 untamed 
beasts upon the Toiyabe, Toquina and 
Monitor forests reserves 
in 
Landor 


county alone, and that orders have 
been received by the forest rangers to 
begin a. systematic war of extermina- 
tion uprjfi them. This dispatch, al- 
though twisted as to facts, does not 
exaggerate the number of horses now 
bupposed to be roaming at large in the 
districts mentioned. 
As a matter of 


probable truth there are a good many 
more than fifteen thousand wild horses 
in Nevada'and the neighboring states, 
and every herd is a pest to the own- 
ers of vegetation and domestic stock. 


The part of the Reno 
telegram 


which is not true is that relating to 
the orders sent from Washington. 
Neither the forest rangers nor any 
other employees of the 
government 


have been told to destroy the horses, 
and unless they do receive such or- 
ders they will confine their energies 
to fencing crops from the trespassing 
animals or rounding them up when 
they appear "and threaten damage to 
the range. Indeed, if half the stories 
brought to' the capital are true, all 
the rangers in Uncle Sam's 
service 


would have little^jslnce of destroying 
the b'ig herds *\TY'are roaming over 
the Western states. 


Within the last few years they have 


increased to sunft an extent that in 
many localities they are classed 
as 


"varmints," with wolves, wildcats and 
grizzlies, and every 
man's 
rifle is 


turned against them. 
No fence is 


strong enough to stop these horses, 
and when they appear in force they 
have even been known to knock down 
and kill cows and calves. 
After each 


visitation from a. herd the ranchman 
is likely to mourn the loss of his do- 
mestic horses, and it requires only a 
few days' association with their new 
companions for the best broken ani- 
mals to become as wild as their no- 
madic comrades. 


A study of the wild horse problem 


brings to light many interesting facts 
about the animals. The legislature of 
Nevada, it seems, passed a law many 
years ago specifically allowing hunt- 
ers to shoot wild horses and to sell 
their hides for what they could get in 
the open market. The law opened the 
•way to a new and unusual industry, 
and many found the killing of wil'd 
horses very profitable. 
Besides 
the 


work was exciting and gave the busi- 
ness the added zest of sport. 


;As time went on and the business 


of killing these "outlaws" 
(as 
the 


wild .horses were often termed) oa the 
ranges assumed greater and greater 
proportions, stockmen found +hat the 
professional hunters -were, in 
many 


cases abusing their rights and were 
'killing branded and shod horses. This 
put an end to the business, for on 
complaint of the stockmen the Nevada 
legislature promptly repealed the law. 
It is estimated that 
15,000 animals 


were killed during the time that the 
law was in force. This 
figure gave 


the basis for last week's story. 


The report, however, had good basis 


of fact, for the wild horse question, 
has grown to be as serious in the last 
few years as it was when the Nevada 
Legislature was forced to enact 
the 


old law. The United 
States 
forest 


service has not given orders for the 
killing of a single horse beciuse it 
has no right to do so. The forest of- 
ficers of the Nevada national forests 
realize how bad conditions are, and 
•will do anything to assist the stock- 
xnen to put down the nuisance. 


Any one who finally discovers 
an 


effective method to settle this problem 
will have done a great service for the 
stockmen of every state west of the 
Missouri river. 


If the presence of the horses is ser- 


iously damaging the national forest 
ranges and public sentiment 
favors 


such action, the supervisor may. upon 
petition of a majority or the permit- 
tees of a grazing district, allow the 
horses to be gathered and disposed of 
according to the state or territorial 
laws. In such cases the forest service 
will, upon recommendation from 
the 


supervisor, co-operate in the construc- 
tion of corrals or fences for the pur- 
pose of capturing the horses. 


Unbrahded horses may be handled 


according to the state esrray laws, hut 
forest officers can not be allowed to 
gather such horses for the purpose of 
using or selling them, nor can tftey 
be allowed to collect any remunera- 
tion from any person for corralling 
unclaimed horses. The policy of the 
forest service will be, therefore, to 
co-operate with the stockmen of the 
elate or territorial 
authorities when 


they take the initiative 1n disposing of 
(Wild horses in the national forests, 


but the present laws and regulations 
do not admit of independent action by 
the forest service. 


The wild horse problem is only one 


of the many which stockmen have to 
contend .wi(.h which the government 
is trying in one way or another 
to 


solve on the ranges o^ the national 
forests. 
Predatory animals, such as 


wolves, coyotes, mountain lions and 
wildcats, do 
thousands 
of 
dollars' 


worth of damage to stock each year 
in all parts of ihe country. On some 
ranges forest officers have to contend 
with rustlers, who sometimes succeed 
in stealing the great part of the stock 
which thm nredatorv animal1; do not 
kill. 
Poisonous plants 
are another 


nuisance which give the stockmen con- 
siderable trouble in many parts of the 
country. 


Uncle Sam has always shown a dis- 


position to co-operate with the stock- 
men in combating these 
nuisances; 


in fact, he is doing better than merely 
meeting the stockmen half way in the 
work. On many of the national for- 
est ranges for the last year rangers 
and guards have been assigned to the 
work of hunting and trapping, with 
the sole aim of killing off the animals 
that prey upon stock. The work has 
met with marked success, and hun- 
dreds of wolves and coyotes have suc- 
sumbed to the bullets and the poison 
of the hunters. 
Each animal lulled! 


means a decided saving in *he sheep 
industry, for it is estimated that one 
wolf averages about 
$1.000 damage 


each year. 


If it is possible to cneck the wild 


horse nuisance as easily as the other 
troubles, which have bothered 
the 


stock interests, both the stockmen and 
fores officers will find the

leisure of the reader. This shop window is unlike the actual plate 
glass 


showcase only in ONE respect—it makes a display of descriptions instead of 
articles.

You have often been impressed by the difference between the decora- 


tions of two window-trimmers, each of whom is employed the same ma- 
ierials for his work. The one drew your attention 
and held it by 
the 


grace and cleverness and art manifested in his display. The other reaJ- 
ized so little of tlie possibilities in the materials placed at his disposal that 
unless some one called your attention to his bungling you would have gone 
on unconscious of its existence. 
; 


An advertiser must know that he .gets his results in accordance with 


the SKILL exercised in preparing his verbal displays. He must make peo- 
ple STOP ad pause. HIS COPi" HAS TO STAND OUT. 


He must not only make a show of things that are attractive to the eye 


but are attractive to 
the -people'sneeds, as well. 


The window trimmer must not make the mistake of thinking that the 


showiest stocks are the most salable. 
The advertiser must not make the 


mistake of thinking tlial the showiest words are the most clinching. 
i 


Windows are too few in number to be used with indiscretion. The good 


merchant puts those goods back of his plate glass which, nine people out 
of ten will -want after they have seen them. 


The good advertiser tens about goods which nine readers out of ten 


will buy if they can be convinced. 


Newspaper space itself is only the -window just as the showcase is but 


a frame for merchandise pictures. A window on a crowded street in the 
best neighborhood, where prosperous persons pass continually, is more de- 
sirable than one in a cheap, sparsely settled neighboihood. An advertise- 
ment in a newspaper with the most readers and the most prosperous ones 
possesses a great advantage over the same copy in a medium circulating 
among persons who possess less means. It would be foolish for a shop to 
build its windows in the alleyway—and just as much so to put its adver- 
tising into newspapers which are distributed among "alley-dwellers."

FLOOD CONTROL IN 


A RIVER OF BOHEMIA 


In view of the conference of gov- 


ernors 
at the 
White House 
next 


month, on natural resources, and wat- 
erways, o report which United States 
Consul Charles B. Harris of Reichen- 
berg, Bohemia has just 
made is of 


timely interest. It relates to success- 
ful methods of preventing destructive 
floods on the 
river 
Gorlitz-Neisse. 


The desired result has been accom- 
plished by a combination of forestry 
n,nd storage reservoirs for storm wat- 
er. 
In view of the fact that similar 


methorlg are being considered in this 
country, particularly m 
the Appal- 


achian region, the matter is of more 
than ordinar}- interest at this time, 
and particularly so because the White 
House conference is expected to take 
up the same question. 


Formerly the floods of the Gorlitz- 


Neisse were very destructive. 
Heavy 


rains poured upon the mountains, and 
the valleys were quickly inundated. 
Protective measures began by utiliz- 
ing forests to the 
greatest 
extent 


practicable, and this was supplement- 
ed by six storage reservoirs to catch 
the excess run cff in time of storm. 
The entire cost of the dams was little 
more than double the damage caused 
by the flood of 1997. One of the prin- 
cipal functions of the forest 
cover, 


aside from its own capacity for stor- 
ing w*ter, is to check the washing of 
the soil, and thereby prevent the fill- 
ing of the storage reservoirs with silt. 


Since the dams were completed the 


floods have been controlled. The im- 
pounded water 
furnishes 
abundant 


water 
power for 
manufacturing 


plants in the valley, and the income 
from that source will go far toward 
meeting cost and expenses. 


Plans very similar l^ave been dis- 


cussed in this country for the con- 
trol of floods, particularly in the Mis- 
sissippi ard the Ohio, by protecting 
the forc&ts on the head streams, 
and 


by the construction of reservoir 
It 


is expected such plans will be mater- 
ially forwarded at the White House 
conference.

Building Can Be Emptied In Two 
Minutes—Snow and Flowers Sensa- 
tional Feature of the Meeting. 


Costing £330.000, seating 12.500 peo- 


pie, LOIULLILUII^ PIL»U.ILI.\ liie Luubl ptn- 
fect hentiug ami veiiti'iitiug system of 
any public builjins; iii the world, Deu- 
•\er's monster Auditorium vull throw 
open its doors June 27 ro wekome the 
loug list of conventions to be held in 
Denver this summer, among which 
•\vill bo the Democratic nntioiial con- 
vention. 


The building is 200 by 200 feet in di- 


mensions and is of the height of a five 
story building. Its seating capacity is 
larger than Madison Square Garden in 
Xew York, which holds 12,000 people; 
the great Coliseum in Chicago, where 
the Republican convention is to be 
held in June, which holds 11,011 peo- 
ple, or the Mormon tabernacle in Salt 
Lake City, vihieh -seats 10,000. There 
are twenty-four exits, including 240 
linear feet of exit space, and the bnild- 
iug can be emptied in two minutes. 


Two fifteen-foot fans at oce end of 


the building send air between steam 
pipe coils throughout the house. Each 
coii contains 1,300 feet of pipe. Mid- 
way in the Auditorium two fans ten 
feei in diameter will send the air 
through the remainder of the house. 
An exhaust fan will draw the foul air 
from below where it lies on the floor 
and expel it from the building. In 
summer the heating apparatus is turn- 
ed into a cooling plant by filling the 
coils of pipe with cold water instead 
of steam. This system of ventilation, 
heating and cooling is said to be the 
most perfect of any public building in 
the world. 


One of the great objections to or- 


dinary lighting methods in large build- 
ings is the constant buzzing and snap- 
ping of the immense arc lights which 
Hurnish illumination. 
In the Denver 


Auditorium fourteen immense cluster 
.amps will be set in the ceiling, giving 
out a steady radiance of 1,280 candle 
power each, which will do away with 
the annoyance ordinarily caused by arc 
ights. There will also be 10,000 small- 
er lamps arranged about various parts 
of the building. The Auditorium is 
constructed entirely of fireproof ma- 
terial and 'will be the meeting place of 
scores of great national conventions 
every year. This is the first time a 
national political convention has been 
held in Denver, but the frequency with 
which that city is chosen by the large 
fraternal bodies, such as the Elks, 
Eagles. Knights Templars, the Grand 
Army of the Republic and other similar 
organizations, as their meeting place 
required the construction of an im- 
mense assembly hall for their enter- 
tainment. 


"Snow and flowers intermingled in 


midsummer is a sensational feature 
that will be seen in Denver at the 
meeting of the Democratic national 
convention, which meets there July 7," 
said a resident of Denver who recently 
returned from a trip through Colorado. 
There are vast fields of snow within 
sixty miles of Denver, and these will 
be drawn upon for several carloads 
each day for the purpose of furnishing 
a Eansational feature to the conven- 
tion. 
There are also thousands of 


acres of flowers from which countless 
blooms will be gathered, and these will 
be used as a contrast with the snow. 


"Snowin midsummer is a phenomenon 


that is found only in Colorado. During 
the month of July the flowers which 
grow wild in the Rocky mountains are 
seen in their greatest profusion, and 
the convention hall will be made a 
bower of lovpliness with these. It will 
be the first time in the history of any 
large assembly in the world when 
winter and summer ;neet in the presence 
of representatn es fio u every section 
of a great countr- 


"There is a lai'se entertainment fund 


being gathered now in Denver for the 
purpose of providing astonishing fea- 
tures for the delegates and visitors to 
the convention. 
Denver always does 


things in fine style when strangers are 
within her gates. 
When the Grand 


Army of the Republic met there a few 
years ago more than 5100,000 was spent 
in entertainme.it. 
When the grand 


lodge and annual reunion of Elks met 
there a year later there was more than 
$30,000 expended. 
These huge sums 


are contributed by citizens •nho believe 
that to entertain liberally makes the 
visitor go away and report to his friends 
at home that they treat you nicer in 
Denver than anywhere else in the 
country. 


•'The attempt to make the gathering 


ol Uie Democratic minimal con'Nention 
a success from the standpoint of the 
spectacular and unusual in entertain- 
ment nnd hospitality is meeting with 
greai encouragement. The railroads run- 
ning into Denver have contributed 
more than $10,000 to swell the enter- 
tainment fund and insure the immense 
number of visitors they bring to the 
city the most plea-ure and excitement 
that io possible to ciowd into the meet- 
ing. 


"The weather in Denver is unusual- 


ly cool during the month of July. It 
will not be more than 70 devices at 
any time during the convention. When 
it is rcmomberocl that it is generally 
close to !*0 when conventions are held 
)u eastern cities it can rcailily bo seen 
(hilt there will be few discomforts ftt- 
tending tbe meeting."

Machine Invented CapabU of Imitat-

tant part In civilizing the world. The 
latest invention Ui this line is a ma- 
chine capable of transcribing the Japa- 
nese ideogram, but typewriters im- 
printing Arabic, Syriac.

WORLD'S BIGGEST CLOCK. 


To Overlook the Hudson From Jersey 


City and Be Visible For Miles. 


The framework has been put in 


place on the roof of a soap making 
plant in Jersey City for what will be 
the biggest clock in the world. The 
timepiece will face the Hudson river, 
and at any time of day or night Xew 
Yorkers and passengers on ferryboats 
will be able to set their watches by it 


The dial will be twenty-eight feet in 


diameter and will'have an area of over 
1,134 square feet, or 5±4 more square 
feet than there are in the face of the 
clock on the city hall in Philadelphia. 
That one has held the record for years. 


The clock will weigh ajout six tons. 


The minute hand is eighteen and one- 
quarter feet long and, with its coun- 
terpoise, weighs one-third of a ton. 
The hand will travel twenty-three 
inches every minute, or over half a 
mile a day. The weight which moves 
the hands tips the scales at 2,000 
pounds. 


The hands and numerals on the face 


of the clock will be outlined with in- 
candescent lights, 
enabling 
people 


miles away to tell the time at night 
The big clock will be regulated by the 
standard time at Washington.

The University to Adopt Courses In 


Commercial Methods.

It has been decided to 
give twenty-seven electives in the grad- 
uate school next year tinder a. com- 
mon head, nhich shall embrace a de- 
partment of business methods. The 
group of studies will include banking, 
insurance, railroads and commerce. 


Some of the courses already an- 


nounced are commerce and the com- 
mercial policy in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, corporation economies, morals in 
modern business, problems in business 
management, trade statistics and for- 
est management abroad and in the 
United States. 


Several courses in the commercial 


side of practical forestry will be given 
by Gifford Pinchot the national for- 
ester.

There is a Washington end to this 


story of the paper trust. I picked till 
the other day the official test book is 
sued by the Republican congressional 
committee in 1900. It happened that a 
complaint which came to me simulta- 
neously from two newspapers about 
the heavy additional expense to which 
they had been put by the paper trust 
led me to wonder -what the politics ol 
the matter could be. And I read this 
in the campaign book concerning what 
the Republican party had done for the 
destruction of that trust It referred 
to a case brought against the General 
Paper company four years ago. This 
is what it s-aid: 


The supreme court overruled the de- 


fendants' 
contentions. 
This 
decision 


practically disposed of the paper trust's 
defense, for mere was none on tne merits 
and it submitted -without further pro- 
ceedings. The trust is now dissolved, the 
benefits of free competition are beins re- 
ceived, and it is reported on reliable au- 
thority that ne-ns print and fiber papei 
is now being supplied to the consumer al 
the substantial reduction of DO per cent. 


If all of the "facts" set forth in the 


Republican campaign book are of this 
sort, that work must have been edited 
by the famous Baron Mnnchausen. As 
a newspaper publisher who has seen 
his paper bills go up 3u per cent re- 
marked to me after reading that para- 
graph. "Tney ought to have followed 
the example of Artemus "Ward and 
printed at the end of it, 'X. B.—This is 
wrote sarkasticul.'" 


Publishers Versus Politicians. 


Perhaps the best answer to this ridic- 


ulous claim of the Republican congres- 
sional committee is made In a bulletin 
issued by Mr. Herman Ridder, presl 
dent of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers' association and editor of the 
New Yorker Staats-Zeitung. Mr. Rid- 
der does not find that the paper trusl 
has been demolished, nor does he re- 
port that the price of print paper is 
reduced. The latter statement Will net 
come with a shock of surprise to pub- 
lishers who are paying for paper al 
the prices now ruling. In brief, Mr. 
Ridder says: ''The effort to maintain 
excessive news print prices is contin- 
ued in the face of considerable de- 
clines in the prices of raw materials. 
The programme thus far -indicated pro- 
vides for running on part time and foi 
adherence to combination prices upon 
the calculation that the savings in 
lower cost of raw materials will offset 
the losses due to running the mills on 
part time. Thousands of paper makers 
ha^ e been thioun out of employment 
while this scheme of embarrassed. 01 
sickly operation or complete suspen 
sion is carried out." 


There are twehe bills of various 


kinds introduced by different states- 
men intended to strike at the paper 
trust by abolishing the tariff on wood 
pulp or on paper. All are sleeping in 
committee. Every one meets the open 
or the covert opposition of the Repub- 
lican forces in the house. The claim is 
made that free wood pulp would cot 
correct the evil, but that the evil is due 
to a trust. That puts the Republican 
party

against this dilemma First, if the high 
prk-e of paper is due to a tmst, why is 
this "trust busting" administration un- 
able to destroy the trust'.- Second, if the 
trust is due to the piotection of its 
product through the tariff, why does 
thi<= antitrust nflmin^tr.ifrion obifvt to 
the- mnterial reduction or possibly the 
complete abolition of (hat particular 
t.triff tax? 


Newspaper publishers could not do

M t>V principles 
and nominating a presidential iM;*>r. 
One feature of this action Is siguiii- 
c.iut. Not long ago the announced pur- 
pose of the Independence league was 
to put it* ticket 111 the tield before the 
convention of either old paity. Another 
significant thing wa» that in his ad- 
dtess to hN coiiiroiv* Mr. Hearst re- 
frained from any attack upon the Dem- 
ocratic party, conriuiui: himself to the 
statement that noboilj could tell what 
that party might do until its conven- 
tion had acred. In brief, an observer 


Independent, o league was really wait- 
ing to see whether the reactionaries 
would control either or both of the old 
parties and that its position would be 
taken in accordance with the fact* thus 
discovered. 


In a long letter printed in his Xew 


York American of Jan. 12 Mr. Hearst 
set forth the platform which he would 
urge upon the Independence league. 
Even a synopsis of this platform 
would be impossible in a letter of this 
length, yot it may be said with the ut- 
most confidence that there are only 
two suggestions made by him. two rec- 
ommendations lor which he stands, 
that might not win place in a Demo- 
cratic platform. He declares for a ship 
subsidy, one of the issues on which 
Democrats are a unit in opposition to 
the Republican policy. 
And he ap- 


proves, though, it is true, with a certain 
hesitation and some apology, of the is- 
suance of money altogether through 
the national banks and not by the gov- 
ernment direct. There may be omis- 
sions from his platform of Democratic 
ideas, but these propositions seem to 
me the only ones that would not find 
favor in a Democratic committee on 
resolutions. This being the case, if the 
purpose of the leader of the Independ- 
ence league is to press principles 
rather than men it seems probable 
that he will find his vital principles in 
the platform to be adopted at Denver 
nest July. 


Politics Afloat and Ashore. 


Some little idea of what a subsidized 


merchant marine might mean may be 
derived from the storm now raging in 
the capitol. the navy department and 
in the pres-s over certain charges made 
by Congressman Liliey of Connecticut 
concerning undue influence exerted by 
shipbuilders and particularly by build- 
ers of submarine boats over members 
of congress, navy officers and repre- 
sentatives of the press. 


Everybody in "Washington—that is, 


everybody -nho mixes in congressional 
or department circles—knows that the 
hungriest seekers for congressional fa- 
vors are the men who are here preach- 
ing the greatness of the United States 
as a nation and urging that they be 
permitted to build the torpedo boats or 
the submarines that shall defend its 
high standing. When a battleship costs 
§10,000,000 and the administration asks 
that four should be built, it makes very 
pretty pickings for the men who are 
hunting the contract, particularly as 
outside of the government yards, which 
it has been the policy of this adminis- 
tration to discredit, there are only 
three shipyards capable of building 
vessels of this class. The industry of 
building submarines is still in its in- 
fancy. Navy people call them the fly- 
ing fish of the sea—now on the surface, 
now plungmg below. The people who 
represent the builders of submarines 
have another quality in common with 
flying fish. They traveUn schools. They 
are buttonholing members of the naval 
committee at every point. Indeed, one 
member of that committee said to me 
that the tunnel, not yet quite com- 
pleted, which enabled a representative 
to go from his office in the new build- 
ing to the house without seeing any- 
body who was awaiting him at any 
doorway was to him a better source of 
safety than the disappearance of the 
submarine boat beneath the water was 
to its cre"w. 


Be that as it may, the scandal in 


which the names of some very distin- 
guished Republicans are mentioned is 
likely to be aired very shortly. 
But 


the whole inside truth, the real story 
of the extravagance and possibly worse, 
in the navy department will never be 
known unless the American people 
select an administration which shall 
have no interest in covering up what 
has been done in that department for 
twelve and more years past. 


Democratic Conventions. 


Tne Democratic state conventions so 


far held have shown a gratifying una- 
nimity of purpose relating to national 
affairs. 
Wisconsin has instructed its 


delegates for Mr. Bryan: so. too. has 
Kansas; also Oklahoma. 
The really 


notable fact about the conventions in 
these states was not so much the in- 
structions as the fact that not in eight 
years has the attendance upon the con- 
ventions been so large and so en- 
thusiastic. 
In every state which has 


thus met in convention the tone of the 
Democracy seemed to be that of en- 
thusiasm and confidence. 
If certain 


New York newspapers preach about di- 
visions in the party, they might cor- 
rect their views if they would take the 
pains to send a correspondent to al- 
most any Democratic state convention 
held in states where the people still re 
tain their right to meet and elect dele 
gates without the intervention of poli 
ticians. either of the vulgar or of the 
Wall street sort. What the New York 
convention may do any one who knows 
New York politics can guess. 
The 


state is likely to be represented at Den- 
ver In such n way that it will be with- 
out influence nnd subject to the sus 
picion of being open to barter and sale. 
If Now Yorker* like this sort of Demo- 
cratic rcprespnlntion. they may be nure 
that this is the kind of Democratic rep- 
resentation they are going to get.

of "Billv the Kid." 


SKILLED 
REVOLVER 
SHOT. 


How Hunter of 
Notorious Outlaws. 


Who Recently Died With His Boots 
on, Disposed of a Horse Thief—Way 
"the Kid" Was Killed. 


Patrick F. Garrett, the former sheriff 


of Dona Ana county. In Texas, who 


Wayne Brazle, a youthful ranchman, 
one of his tenants, near Las Cruces, 
N. M-, in a dispute, over a ranch lease, 
won popular fame in 1SSO when he put 
to an end the bloody career of "Billy 
the Kid." the twenty-one-year-old ban- 
dit, who had killed twenty-one men 
"just to see them kick." For two years 
or more "the Kid" had been the terror 
of New Mexico with his thieving, ma- 
rauding and bis frequently recurring 
man killings. He bad met all comers, 
and they were easy, but he hadn't met 
Pat Garrett. When he did, he erred. 


Garrett had first come into notice as 


a foe of "bad men'' in New Mexico 
about two years before he finally hunt- 
ed down and killed the notorious "Kid," 
and he was anything except a green 
man at the game of fighting desperate 
criminals when the climax of his ca- 
reer came. Along about 18T8, when 
Garrett was first made sheriff of Lin- 
coln county, largely through the influ- 
ence of General Lew Wallace, then 
governor of New Mexico, no one knew 
much about the young officer or of his 
mode of handling a gun, says the Kan- 
sas City Star. One day a friendly des- 
perado, attracted by Garrett's Innocent 
appearance, took him aside for a bit of 
counsel and advised him to go back to 
Texas, where there were lucid inter- 
vals of peace sometimes. 


"This country is too warm for the 


like o' you," urged the desperado, 
"and you'll not last through the sum- 
mer." 


"Thanks," drawled Pat Garrett. "I 


can stand considerable heat, and I 
guess I'll stay." 


It was said of Garrett that he could 


pull and shoot in about the time it 
takes a fly to get from under the hand 
that tries to catch it, and-it seems to 
have been literally true. 


Garrett gave the first demonstration 


of his skill with the revolver for the 
benefit of a western gentleman indulg- 
ing in a little western saloon merri- 
ment The gentleman, one Greenfelt, 
with, a weakness for other men's 
horses, was amusing himself in n sa- 
loon making a couple of men dance by 
shooting at their feet A third, whose 
terpsichorean skill or bashfulness had 
met the disapproval of the horse thief, 
lay on the floor with a bullet incon- 
veniently concealed in his person when 
Pat Garrett casually dropped In. 


"Three hands around!" whooped the 


horse thief,' shifting his pistol toward 
Garrett, and almost on the last word 
he lunged forward, on his face with a 
bullet through his heart 
The last 


sound he heard in this world was Gar- 
rett's drawling comment: 


"You're a poor caller." 
Garrett had a number of other ad- 


ventures before he finally came to the 
point in his life where "Billy the Kid" 
demanded his attention. But that time 
finally came. The bandit had just been 
out on one of his usual forays, which 
terminated In a saloon brawl and the 
ruthless killing of a man. It was the 
outlaw's twenty-first victim and hia 
last 


When Garrett set out for "the Kid" 


he departed on no ordinary mission 
even for a man used to the capture 
and killing of border outlaws. 
The 


bandit was a. wild and lawless youth, 
cunning, brave and dashing and as 
clever and fast with a gun as any man 
that ever trod the west even though 
be was only a boy in years. Billy was 
both unscrupulous and cunning, albeit 
not without a leaven of chivalry and 
romance. 
His adventures had been 


numerous, and he was New Mexico's 
desperado hero, but Garrett didn't mind. 


When the plucky sheriff overtook the 


bandit, "the Kid" took a look at his op- 
ponent, whom he knew immediately by 
repute, and decided that it was better 
to give up. He was tried and convicted 
of murder and sentenced to death. "But 
the bandit was destined to die in an- 
other fashion than on the scaffold. Two 
careless deputies were outwitted, and 
he escaped. 


A less experienced man would have 


gone out in pursuit while the trail was 
hot. 
Not so Garrett, who knew the 


wavs of the desperate and wily outlaw. 
Instead he set out for the Maxwell 
ranch, near Carizzoo, in Lincoln coun- 
ty, where "the KicVs" sweetheart lived. 
Garrett and his men lay in wait until 
they saw a man dodge into the house 
under cover of the night Garrett sin- 
gle handed slipped in after htm and 
posted his men on the porch. Garrett 
knew Maxwell and walked to his room 
to ask whether the bandit had come in. 
"Maxwell was asleep and had to be 
awakened. He knew nothing of "the 
Kid" and wasn't expecting him, but 
Garrett was pretty certain and on 
guard. He had just turned from Max- 
well's bed in the darkness when "the 
Kid" entered the room. There was n 
tense moment The bandit advanced to 
the bed, believing to speak to Maxwell. 


"Who are they?" he asked, noticing 


the men on tho porch. 


la an Instant he knew that Maxwell 


was not alone. The boy bandit made 
a quick, catlike move backward and 
whipped out his gun with Incredible 
swiftness, but he was yet too slow. A 
bullet from Garrett's gun made him a 
bandit no longer. 
Garrett filled his 


own prophecy that he would dje .with 
bla boots on.
